Without naval 
bases a navy is well nigh useless. 


-Ready in Five Years. 

A special board of naval officers cre- 
ated by Secretary Daniels mapped out 
a comprehensive program fof the es-| 
tablishment of the Pacific ocean bases 
that would be vitally necessary in the 
event of war. Its plans called for the 
completion of these bases in from three 
to five years. | 

Mr. Daniels asked congress for some 
of the initial appropriations proposed 
by the board in order to get this im- 
poftant work under way at once. Con- 
gress scaled down most of the amounts 
asked, and in the case of the most im- 
portant bases proposed withheld action 
entirely pending investigation by a 
joint committee of «he house and sen- 
ate. The estimated cost of all the 
bases recommended aggregates $158,: 
000,000. 

If congress should act favorably on 
the project at the next sessian it would 
still require from three to five years 
to prepare the nation for waging ef- 
fective war on the Pacific ocean. 


Hawaii Key to Pacific. 

The special board reported that “ the 
Hawaiian islands furnished the key 
sit to the whole of the eastern 
-Pacific,” and urged that Pear! harbor 
be developed in connection with the 
harbor of Honolulu as a first class and 
complete naval base, remarking that 
the present facilities of Pearl harbor 
are “entirely inadequate to care for 
the Pacific fleet in time of peace, and. 
of course, totally inadequate to hice 
care of the whole fleet in any move- 
ment, Offensive or defensive, acrosa 
the Pacific.” 

The board recommended that this 
naval base be completed. within five 
years and:that the 1920 appropriation 
till provide for the construction of 
works costing eventually 
ly $27,000,000... | 

Secretary Daniels pro a be- 
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$1,407, 000. 
priated eventually $390,000. 

The special board strongly set forth 
the necessity of a submarine base on 
the Pacific coast, south of San Fran- 
cisco, and recommended San Pedro, 
Los Angeles, Cal., as the most availa- 
ble site. A base with the capacity of 
twelve submarines in time of peace 
and capable of expansion to éare for 
twenty-four submarines in time of war 
could be completed in three years at 
a cost of $5,000,000, and the board rec. 
ommended an appropriation $1,500.,- 
000 for an immediate beginning of the 
work. 

Congress Contributes Mite. 

Secretary Daniels requested the ap- 

propriation of $1,500,000. Congress ap- 
propriated nothing, but provided that 
a joint committee of congress investi- 
gate the proposal and report at the 
next session. 

The special board pointed out the 
necessity for the location of a sub. 
marine, destroyer, and aviation base 
betwecri Puget Sound and San Fran- 
cisco, and recommended Tongue. point 
at Astoria, Ore., as the best site both 
strategically and tactically. The cost 
of this project was estimated at $5,000.- 
000, and $1,500,000 of this was asked 
immediately. Secretary’ Daniels cut 
the proposal to $1,000.000 and con- 
gress appropriated $250,000. 


~ A similar recommendation was’ made 


y the special board for the creation 
of a destroyer and submarine base at 
Port Angeles, Wash. Mr. Daniels

MOVE BY CHINA 
DISTURBS YANKS! 


Washington, D. C., Oct. $—{8pe-! 
cial.}-The Russo-Chinese situation, 
growing out of the taking over. by 
China of all Russian interesta and 
privileges within its bordérs, presents 
difficult problemas to which the Ameri-. 


It is known that a handful of mili- 
tarists. control China, and as the new 
constellation wielding power in Peking 
is composed of elements not intimate- 
ly known, there is a possibility that 
influences are at work which may /e- 
sult tm bringing mbout a frésh anti- 
foreign movement in China. 

Should such an eventuality come to 
pass, it is a further possibility that 
bolshevik agitators would be admitted 
into China and that China might ally . 
itself with soviet Russia im an effort | 
ference in its affairs.

IN THE PACIFIC. 
In the lower right hand corner of the editorial 


page today is a map. It tells a story. The signifi- 


_ the better fof us. 


cance of that story has not yet even dimly dawned 

“upon the American people, although it relates one 
of the most momentous changes in our history and 
of the history of the world. 


To the thoughtful American the meaning of this 
map is like a blow in the face. ; ; 

What.is its meaning? First, that Japan now 
stands between us and the Philippines; second, 
Japan flanks Hawaii; third, Japay hgs advanced 
some 3,000 miles nearer the canal and is established 
within easy striking distance of the course from 
the canal to Hawaii. | | 

This change of the strategic situation in the Pa- 
cifle was accomplished with the complaisant assent 
of Mr. Wilson and takes the form of a mandate 
under the league of nations. 

The report now reaches us that Japan already 
has begun fortifying bases in these islands. The 
distinetion between possession by conquest and 
possession by mandate will rapidly fade away. 


We think the map is more eloquent than any 
words, It reveals at a glance that the etrategic 
position of the United States in the Pacific has 
been altered drastically for the worse; that the de- 
fense-by us of the Philippines has been made vir- 
‘tually impossible; that Hawali has been placed in a 


situation of serious strategic weakness and that) 


Japan now occupies a position of vantage te strike 
at us and our positions. ae 


Mr, Wilson announced with great moral gusto that 
we desired nothing for ourselves in the making of , 
peace, But this is considerably lesa than nothing. 
It is true the American people wanted none of the 
swag divided by the victors over German militar- 
ism. But while Mr. Wilson’s vicarious altruism 
“seems to have been equal te almost any sacrifice of 
the country's interest, we are confident the Amert- 
can people do not care to come out of the war 
weakéned for Gefefse, not merely no gainers but 
actitafly serfoys losers in the international game 
which. Mr. Wilson could not or did not prevent our 
associates from playing to their own profit. 

Protest, we confess, is averlate. There is noth- 
ing im the statecraft of Washington now to give 
hope that any correction in our favor of the terms 
arranged at Versailles would be elther sought or 
attained. If there is to be any mitigation of this 


gigantic blunder it must be sought under conditions ,' 


very different from those which afflict us now. 


- But it is our duty to confront the facts and to try 


to act according to our perception of them. 

As for being shut off from the Philippines, that 
is unimportant if it is our purpose to give the 
islands complete independence at an early date. 
The island politicians demand independence. The 
Democrats? under the influence of Mr. Bryan and 
Mr. Wilson, seem inclined to grant it to them. For 
our part, we are inclined to think that since Mr. 
Wilson has permitted Japen to shut the islands off 
from us, the quicker we relinquish them in peace 

But we wish to give warning that it is quite con- 
sistent with the conduct of our’ foreign interests 
and relations by the present administration that we 
shoulé not merely grant the Filipinos independence 
of our control, but pledge ourselves to defend that 
indeperidence from others. Nothing could be more 
Wilsonian than to make it well nigh impossible to 
protect the islands from conquest and then to 
promise such protection. Nothing could be more

nt from the senate committee's investigation 
into the inner workings of a democracy. We are 
learning, among other things, that presidential pri- 
maries and presidential campaigns come high. When 
it costs no lesa than $155,00¢ for the furniture alone 
to maintain the American standard of living in one 
office in one city for the occupation of one branch 
of the national Democratic campaign committee it 
makes one wonder if an hereditary monarchy would 
not corhe cheaper. 
A curious development is the evidence elicited tha 
the Democratic campaign committee is systematically 
amigo civil servants for subscriptions in open de- 
ance of the civil service laws in such case made and 
provided.

Irish republic.

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of Interest for 
the Book Shelf

HE refreshing innocence of the 
_ average person who undertakes 
‘ te write an introduction to a 
book concerned with pictures or 
the men who patnt them becomes de- 
pressing to the critic who reads them, 
duty bound, carefully, and absgrbs 
cnough axioms to last a cat’s nine lives 
on as many pages. Why these writers 
shoyld inevitably throw the gauntlet 
into the 
feces of their réaders is a mystery, but 
do it they will, And that would not be 
so bad were the righteousness truly 
resistiess, but ninety-nine times out of 
a hundred the slightest thrust will 
drive, back its advance and topple it in 
ite tracks. 

Take, for example, this sentence by 
Jam Gordon from his {ntroduction to 
thie drawings by Bernard Meninsky.
